PMippinet. Peace Protocol is not 
explicit as to the dis 
posal to be made of 
the Philippines; but since that document 
was signed public opinion in this country 
has become so widespread and general in 
favor of their retention by the Uuiteil 
States that it seems to be assumed as a 
foregone conclusion that the President 
will instruct our Commissioners to the 
Paris Conference to shape their demands 



This probability is materially strength 
cned by the fact that the responsible 
class of Filipinos are formally and 
urgently petitioning that the whole group 
of islands shall be placed under the owner- 
ship of the United tftates. This is an 
argument which not only appeals directly 
to our Government, but also, upon inter- 
national grounds, must carry a very im- 
portant influence in the counsels of the 
i Peace Commission. 

It is also a matter of some significance 
in this connection that the Czar hss de- 
ferred the assembling of the International 
Peace Congress until ene month after the 
conclusion of our peace with Spain. In 
the face of the pacific nature of the Czar's 
proclamation it is hardly supposable that 
he would interfere with the conclusions 
of the Paris Conference, and if he stands 
aloof no other intervention is likely to be 
attempted;— the more so as the China 
question seems to have reached a stage 
of adjustment between England, Ger- 
many .md Russia, in which France is 
likely, iu her present perplexed position, 
to acquiesce. And as the Czar has de- 
clared that, in the proposed International 
Congress, all then accomplished settle- 
ments should be accepted as finalities, it 
is to be presumed that there would be no 
subsequent challenging of the finul terms 
we had made with Spain. 

Under these conditions there is an im- 
portant probability that there may be im 
pending in the Philippines a development 
of American enterprise similar to that 
which awaits us in the West Indies The 
revival of enterprise in the Eastern 
Archipelago would, however, be vastly 
more important than that in the Anti hs, 
for the population is four times larger, 
the territory is immensely greater and the 
natural resources are immeasurably 
richer.
